Vancouver Island Coach Lines bus service 
a>uld resume on a skeleton basis service to Vancou* 
ver and throughout the Island early this evening 
If 100 striking bus drivers ratify an agreement 
reached in negotiations Friday night. 

Ihe meeting to put contract proposals before 
the dri\«rs was scheduled for Nanaimo today, but 
no time had been set by late Friday night. 

Robert Homer, general manager for Van¬ 


couver Island Coach Lines told the Colonist that 
if the agreement was ratified, bus service would 
resume “immediately.” 

“We would attempt to have skeleton service 
later today,” he said, “and would hope to have 
pretty full service by Sunday.” 

* -k * 

He said normal service could probably be 
achieved by early next week. 

Mr. Horner and Joseph Simpson, president of 
local 234, Canadian Brotherhood of Railway, Trans¬ 
port and General Workers to which the drivers be¬ 
long, both said they could give no details of the 


proposed agreement until It had been put before 
the members. 

Bus drivers went on strike May 8, cutting out 
most of the public ground transportation on the 
Island, and later, extending pickets to Pacific 
Stage Lines buses, which share the runs on the 
ferries between Victoria and Vancouver and be¬ 
tween Nanaimo and Vancouver. 

The proposed agreement came after more 
than 10 hours of negotiations between company 
and union representatives in two separate sessions 
Thursday and Friday. 

The union demand was for a 38-cent-an-hour 
increase In a one-year agreement. 


When the strike began, drivirs were earning 
$3.48 an hour. ^ 

The strike has also fro2en me company's sight¬ 
seeing line as it was preparing for an anticipated 
heavy tourist season.

— About 5,000 atriking oil 
refinery workers awarmed 
through this quaint Caribbean 
resort elty Friday, burning andj 
looting stores and gasoline [ 
stations and threatening whites. 

Gun battles erupted between 
the rioters, most of them 
Negroes, and Dutch marines 
sent in to quell the disrirdeni| 
after police lost centred of the 
mobs.

The toll was expected to rise.

Religion Universal—Artist

Victoria artlat Herbert Sleb- 
ner aaya he ia not religloua in 
a general way but in a 
univeraal way. 

The German-born artist, 
Who has produced an tmprei- 
■ive body of work in Victoria 
In the dozen years, says 
he haa Ihowands of thoughts 
about life but they always 
change. 

One philoaopher who has 
enriched hit life Is Lao-Tse. 
(tMirtoer of Taoism, third of 
Oilna's three philoaophies, 
after Confucianism and Bud¬ 
dhism, 

it it it 

Lao-Tae, a contemporary of 
Confuciua, preached a retreat 
from civlltatlm to nature to 
attain harmony with Tao, the 
eternal way. or supreme 
governing force behind the 
universe. 

Mr. Siebner, son ot a 
Roman Catholic mother and a 
Protestant father, was raised 
in the Lutoeran Church. 

"But I broke away when I 
toatured.” he said this week. 

He believes in a universal 


power, in keeping with Chris¬ 
tianity and Taoism, but he 
doesn’t have a name for It. 

‘Tfa the pomr which 
brings everything into exist¬ 
ence," he said, "but it’s 
unexplained, for me." 

He likes the simplicity of 
Lao-Tse. 

"It's hard for us In our 
Western dvtiizatian to raach 
this simplicity." he uid. 

"But that is what I like to 
strive for. in living and in 
painting. You play yourself 
out in rich painting. That is 
why 1 now stresa fcorm rather 
than color. I like my work to 
be pure &nd simple. It is more 
•ymboUc. It to a simple 
statement." 

One statement he made 
about 10 yean ago was the 
simple sriitence I Have Hme. 
which he palmed In German, 
Ich Habe Zelt. 

"It just came to me and I 
painted it." he said. 

Its significance is that he 
had time for himself, to prove 
himself, to meditate, to ob¬ 
serve, to figure some things 
out. 


The thought started with the 
self, the I. 

"But you cannot be yourself 
until you become part of 
another person." he explained. 

The second word, have, has 
a reverae meaning. 

"You have to give in order 
to have," the artist said. 
"And at for time. It has to 
stop, or seem to, for you to 
see the flowing Image. And 
the whole thought to that, 
without time and without 
being, you arc nothing.” 
it 9 it 

The pictorial devek^ment 
ot the painting was a reverse 
develo^ent towatd picture 
writing, M r. Siebner ex¬ 
plained. 

The words form a {deture 
and when one first lorts at it, 
the words are not evident. 
Only after some secorNto do 
they stand out. 

"Picture writing came first, 
then hieroglyphics and then 
the alphabet,” the artist said. 
"I did it in reverse. I took the 
words back, throu^ the 
hieroglyphic symbols to a 
picture." 


lie said he had spoken to 
Seattle artist Mark Tobey 
about the technique. 

"He was very interested, 
because this was vriiat he was 
doing in hto famous white 
writing. By hto pure, simple 
atrokra, he was creating an 
intimate but instinctive com¬ 
munication toward the s'iewer. 
Most communication today we 
only take intellectually hut he 
was creating another dimen¬ 
sion in his white writing " 

Mr. Siebner said he had a 
"tremendous day" Thursday. 

"I’ve Just been to Nanaimo 
to see the petroglyphs for die 
first time." he said. "They 
are about 20,000 yean old and 
even now they have this 
universal feeling. They have 
signs of a tremendous under- 
•tanding." 

Ich Habe Zeit was exhibited 
last year in the Festival of 
Music and the Arts oi'ganized 
by Rev. Marvin Fowler at 
Firat United Church. Mr. 
Fowler, who has moved to 
new charges on the mainland, 
has just bought the painting 
from the artist.

Provincial Liberal leader Pat 
McGeer Friday nisbt demanded 
a special sitting of die Legis* 
lature be called to deal with the 
Vancouver mcatcutters strike if 
the dispute is not ended inrtmed- 
lately.

Dr. McGeer said there Is no 
reasrm why the people of BC. 
should have to tderate a lock¬ 
nut that prevents them from 
tMying groceries and made It 
clear twilher party in the dis¬ 
pute deserves any sympathy. 

"The supermarket chains 
have clearly been gouging the 
public on meat prices," he 
charged. 

"Hamburger is crurently sell¬ 
ing far 33 cents a powd in 
Ottawa with its regular price 
55 cents a pound while in Van¬ 
couver prices range from 79 to 
99 cents a pound.” 

NOT GUILTLESS 

The meatcutters themselves 
•re not guiltless, he said. 

"They have made a number 
of demands which amount tn 
outright featherbedding. There 
Is no justification for their de¬ 
mand that meatcutters be kept 
on the jH^mises after the meat 
has been cut and put on dis¬ 
play." 

He said such jNvctices add 
unreasonably to food costa and 
the public should not be forced 
to accept an Inflatlooary settle¬ 
ment.

Official Defence: 
She Was Dead 


LONDON (UPI) — The 
British government Friday 
defended a medical team 
which declared a young nurse 
dead while her heart was still 
beating and then used her 
heart for a transplant. 

But the statement from 
David Ennats, minister of 
state for health and social 
security, did not quiet Uie 
controveray that has raged 
among doctors and politicians 
over transplants and when a 
person should be declared 
dead. 

★ ★ ★ 

The heart donor, Margaret 
Sinsbury, 29, was critically 
injured in a motor scooter 
accident May 13. Her heart 
was kept beating by a rcs> 
piralor. Doctors consulted her 
family about a possible trans¬ 
plant. 

Three days later at Guy's 
Hospital in London, two 


doctors, not connected with 
the transplant operatton. ruled 
there *'was no evidence of any 
form of centred nervous sys¬ 
tem activi^." 

* ★ * 

The respirator was turned 
oK, and two minutes later 
Miss Sinsbuiy's heart stopped 
beating. The transplant team 
at Guy's then removed her 
heart and later transplanted it 
Into Charles Hendrick, a 
I^mdm book company em¬ 
ployee. He is still alive and in 
satisfactory condition. 

Ennals defended the doctors 
who had declared Miss Sins¬ 
bury clinically dead and said 
their decision was approved 
by a coroner.

“I am satisfied the doctors 
acted correctly and properly 
in consultation with the 
coroner,” Ennals said.

To get the longest possible cropping 
seaaan, I buy and set out plants and 
sow some seeds outdoors at the same 
time. TheoretMaliy. the started plants 
should start bearing aimost a month 
before the plants grown from an outdoor 
seecbig. Actual, there ton't that much 
difference, but the see d e d plants do 
continue to bear later in the fall. 

The planting stottm are prepared by 
<^8811% faii^eized holea two feet apart in 
the raw, A good apadefid of old manire 
or ife njbstttuie goes Into eedt hole and 
is covered wMi ahout three inches of 
rich topsoil. Oar purchased cucumber 
pint is set in sd each aksHton and is 
watered In wWi an Alginuie solution, 
three tablespoonfuls per gallon of 
water. Altar plandng, I ptali a 
in' the ground on the siatU over each 
plant to keep It toaded tnvn the sun tor 
the int thrw days. 

The sMiora tor see^ are prepared 
in the same way and at tha same 
■paeiiv. At one time, when I wae acre 


mistnisttol o< seedi. I wcndd sow three 
seeds in each station, hoping at least 
one <d them vmaM come up. InvattaiUy. 
they all came up, and as I couldn't 
bring m^lf to pull up and throw away 
Che extra two seedMiVs, my patch 
Bi.dfered IcrriMy from overcrowdirg. 
Nowadays, I sow only one seed in each 
lUBtton, sefeoting the fattest ones in the 
Sow about an Inch deep, 
and covCT each seed with a Jani jar or 
a floweipat until It comes up. 

As the vines develop, train them 
a1n(^ the ground m the direetton you 
want them to grow, where space has 
been reserved for their sprawling 
length. Do not remove foliage to expose 
toe fruils to the sun; like tomatorcs, 
cucumber family are aOergic to DDT 
shade of their own leaves, and exposure 
to sunl^lit tends to make the Cndts 
bitter. 


Our family is inordinately fond of 
cucumbers, and (hiring the cropping 
season we stuff ouraeives with toem 
until we have cucumbers coming out 

our ears. 

Bowls of sliced cucumbers in vinegar 
admi our table tor every meal. We 
cube them Into our nlsda, we serve 
chunky fingers of them as bora 
dVieuvref akmg whh Utile gre e n nraona 
and celecy atacks, and more recently we 
have been playing around with cucum¬ 
bers in a sour cream sauce, made to a 
recipe given us by a CoNto refugee. 

Cucumbers sre hungry feeders and 
need lots of good stuif in their planting 
sitH — ctd rotted manure or mushroom 
e ompmt tqr prefemce. but if you oan't 
get of this preciouB abdl, you oan 
make a fntty good substitute by 
aoattng pe^ nm in a seaweed or ^ 
Mqidd fas ti fag . Dig in this enriched 
peat jurt SB you 'woiM mamre.
